Personnel of Alberta’s first live- 
stock marketing board under the 
Natural Products Marketing Act was 
announced recently by Hon F. 8, 
Grisdale, minister of agriculture. 

Phe board, consisting of fifteen 
inembers, Was named by the minis- 
terat the request of representatives 
of the livestock industry in general 
meeting at Calgary, November 8, 
following the endorsing of a livestock 
narketing plan for the province. 

The marketing plan has been sub- 
tnitted to the Federal Marketing 
Board at Ottawa, and when it is 
approved by this body, ratified by 
Governor-in-Council, and finally 
endorsed by vote of Alberta livestock 
producers, it will be the responsibil 
ity of the board now named to deter- 
nine, within the provisions of the 
scheme, the procedure to be followed 
in this province in the marketing of 
livestock and to co-ordinate the 
iarketing machinery. 

In making his announcement, 
however, Mr. Grisdale stated that 
in naming the board it had been 
found necessary to go outside the 
personnel of the provisional commit- 
tee in order that the various areas 
of the province and themany branch- 
esof theindustry be ag fully represent- 
ed at possible.

Thought to have 
Originated in India many centuries 
ago, dycing was at first confined to 


the production of just three colors, 


red, obtained from the madder plant; 
blue from indigo, and purple, trom 
shellfish. These early dyes were of 
fine quality and are still to seen 
in the mummy cloths in archaic col- 
lections. These cloths glow with 
rich colourings of purple and rec. 

In the city of Florence, Italy, a 
method of preparing purple lye from 


certain lichens, was discovered in 


the thirteenth century, and in 1472 
) the first dye company was incorpor- 


ated in London. It was not, however, 


until the eighteenth century, when 
scientists interested themselves in the 
perfection of dyeing process:s, that 
the industry became the important 
one that it is to-day. Coal-tar pro- 
ducts were introduced into the pro-
